The above-mentioned requirement (2) defines a ratio of tiie width of the flat projection 
part (B) to the widtii of the triangular part (A), and the ratio is important to cause the resultant 
irregular cross-sectional polyester filaments and the yams and fabrics containing the same to 
obtain a good balance of the creaky touch with the softness and the bulkiness tiiereof If the ratio 
h2/hl is less than 3.0, the resultant irregular cross-sectional polyester filaments and tiie yams and 
the fabrics containing the same exhibit an unsatisfactory bulkmess. If the ratio is more than 10.0 
the melt-spinning procedure for producing the irregular cross«sectional polyester filaments 
exhibits an insufficient stability and the resultant filaments have uneven quality. The ratio h2/hl 
is preferably in the range of from 4.0 to 7.0.
